G.S.R. 329.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rules to regulate 
the method of recruitment to the post of senior Statis¬ 
tical Officer under the Lakshadweep Administration, 
namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement : 

(1) These rules may be called the Lakshadweep 
Administration Senior Statistical Officer 
Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date 
of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of 
pay :—The number of post, its classification and the 
scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in 
columns.

4. Disqualification : No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a 
marriage with a person having a spouse 
living, or

6. Saving.-—Nothing in these rules shall effect 
reservations, relaxation in the age limit and other 
concessions required to be provided for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes, ex-serviceman and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders of the Central 
Government issued from time to time in this regard.
